Newcastie anv Caruiste Raitway.—Additional Opening.—We 
have pleasure im recording the gradually increasing prosperity of this 
great national work. Great numbers of spectators assemble daily to 
witness the arrival of the company’s trains at Redheugh, near this town, 
which, viewed from the opposite bank of the river, have a beautiful effect. 
On Thursday week, the works at the west-end of the line were rendered 
complete by the opening of an additional mile and a half in length, ex- 
tending from the London-road station at Carlisle to the canal basin, and 
the first regular shipment of coals was made. Twelve o’clock was the 
time fixed for the procession to start from the London-road station. Six 
carriages had been provided for the directors, and the committee of the 
canal company, and such friends as were invited. These were drawn by 
the Hercules locomotive engine ; and were followed by the Goliah and 
Atlas, each drawitg twenty waggons of coals. The first train of coals 
was from Lord CarlisJe’s pit at Midge-holm. The coals were for the use 
of smiths, &c., and were shipped on board the Eden for Glasgow. The 
second train was from the Blenkinsopp Coal Company, and the coals were 
shipped on board the Swan for the Dublin market. At a subsequent 
period of the day another vessel, the Britannia, was loaded with coals 
from Lord Carlisle’s pits, for Nova Scotia, North America. The opening 
of this part of the line will afford great facilities to trade. Vessels 
arriving at Port Carlisle by one tide, may come up the canal, take in a 
cargo of coals, and be at the mouth of the canal again ready to sail by the 
next tide. The traffic upon the two ends of the line, we are happy to say, 
continues to increase ; affording the most gratifying evidence of its public 
utility, and the fairest prospect of its realizing a handsome profit to the 
shareholders. The middle district of the railway, which remains as yet 
unfinished, is proceeding with all possible dispatch, and the only portion 
of the line which is untouched, and which, for obvious reasons, has 
hitherto been delayed, is that which is necessary to afford a direct com- 
munication into the town of Newcastle. This, we understand, is to be 
commenced with immediately, and prosecuted vigorously.— Newcastle 
Journal. 

Caoutcnovc.—An interesting experiment. took_ place on board the 
powerful floating engine belonging to the London Assurance Corporation, 
the other day, in the presence of the directors, to ascertain the strength 
of a newly invented hose made of caoutchouc, or India rubber.

Ture Norruampton Coat Company.—This company having com- 
pleted the erection of their large steam-engine, the gentlemen of the com- 
mittee attended at the works for the purpose of seeing it first put in mo- 
tion. A great number of shareholders and others were also present on 
the occasion. As soon as the stupendous machine was fairly in motion, 
a bottle of wine was broken on the end of the principal beam of the 
engine, and she became ‘‘ The Wonder.’’ Mr. Lester, of Tipton, near 
this town, was the engineer.— Birmingham Advertiser. 

Avery’s STeAM-ENGINE.—This engine produces a rotatory motion 
by the reaction of steam rushing out at the ends of a tube at opposite 
sides, and is exactly Barker’s mill, with the steam substituted for water. 
It is the simplest of all possible engines ; for it has neither piston, cylinder, 
beam, crank, pump, nor valve. The whole consists merely of a boiler, 
and a tube revolving on an axis, which axis is hollow, and conveys the 
steam to the tube. The one which Mr. Ruthven saw at New York last 
year had a tube five feet long, the radius or arm being’'two and a half 
feet. Mr. Avery has since constructed one with arms of six feet (for the 
twelve feet in his statement includes both arms), and works it horizontally. 
It is found essential to the.power of the engine that it revolve with extreme 
rapidity—a singular and almost paradoxical fact. The ene of two and a 
half feet radius made 3,000 revolutions) ina minute; and the larger one 
makes 1,000. 1t carrics’a small pinion in its vertical shaft, which 
operates on a large spur wheel placed°on ‘the action of the mill-stone, 
and thus motion is communicated to the latter in the simplest manner. 
The power is generated by thé escape of the steam through an aperture 
less than a quarter of an inch ip diameter ; . but it is steam of 60lbs., or 
four atmospheres. The inventor’s purpose, however, is, to work with 
steam of eight atmospheres, and.to. diminish the aperture one-half. The 
performance of the engine is stated. in the bushels of wheat it grinds with 
acord of wood. The cord is a faggot of cut billets, six feet long, four 
feet broad, and four deep. If steam used in this way has one half of the 
effective power which it has in the common Teciprocating engine, it will 
have nearly an equal working power; for, according to Dr. Lardner, 
four-tenths of the effective power of the common engine are consumed 
in friction, in moving its own parts, its piston, beam, pumps, &c., nearly 
the whole of which must be saved in this new engine, It is stated that 
M. Arago is to report on the invention.— Scotsman. 

Tur Iron Trape.—Some months since a meeting of the iron trade 
was held at Gloucester, for the’ purpose of coming to a resolution of di- 
minishing the make of iron one-fifth, until the 31st of this month, in the 
hope that such a measure would revive the trade. Such, however, not 
being the ease, another meeting of the iron masters was held on the 11th 
inst., in London, Alderman Thompson, M.P., in the chair, when it was 
determined that the diminished make of iron should be continued until 
the 30th of June. In consequence of the present depression experienced 
in the iron trade, there is great reason to apprebend that a reduction in 
the wages generally in the iron works must take place. The price of 
merchant bar iron in Wales is now about 9/.—South Wales Register. 
TeMPERATURE or THE Earru.—M. Poisson has sent a learned 
memoir to the French Academy of Sciences, concerning his work entitled 
‘‘ Mathematical Theory of Heat.’’ Our limits will not suffer us to enter 
into its interesting details, and few of them could be abridged ; we, how- 
ever, quote one or two of his observations concerning the temperature of 
the earth. He says that {the diurnal inequalities of atmospherical tem- 
perature do not penetrate much further a yard in depth, and the 
annual inequalities go but little farther than twenty yards from the surface. 
At a depth of from six to eight yards the temperature of the earth only of- 
fers one maximum and one minimum, which take place at intervals of six 
months from each other, and after the periods of the greatest or least 
solar heat. Beyond the depth of twenty yards the heat no longer varies 
with that of the atmosphere, unless indeed the variations be secular, 
which as yet cannot have been ascertained. Although the variations may 
not be felt at a great depth, yet the solar heat penetrates even to the cen~

Influenced by a desire to render as perfect as possible, the 
outline of a national institution for instruction in the arts of 
Mining and Metallurgy, which we lately presented to our read- 
ers, we have read with considerable attention two manuscripts, 
with which we have been favoured by a friend, describing the re- 
gulations, routine of instruction, &c., pursued at the justly-cele- 
brated mining school of Freyberg, in Saxony—an academy resorted 
to both by natives and foreigners, as affording the most perfect 
means of instruction to those whose attention is to be devoted to 
the important arts we have mentioned. 

The papers to which we have alluded are entitled “ Regulations 
for Students belonging to the Royal Saxon Mining Academy at 
Freyberg,” and a “Guide to the Study of Mining and Smelting at the 
Mining Academy at Freyberg, for Foreigners ;” the former appears 
to be an official production,—the latter is by Lampapivs, well 
knownas Professor of Chemistry and Smelting at that Institution. 
These papers are both valuable, as affording detailed information 
respecting the course which has been long pursued at a mining 
school so highly esteemed as that of Freyberg, and in proposing a 
somewhat similar establishment in this country it is obviously of 
importance to consider well, what has already been done elsewhere, 
and to profit as much as possible by past experience. It is with 
this motive that we have directed our attention to these papers, 
which we may, perhaps, hereafter give entire to our readers; and 
in the mean time we shall furnish a brief analysis of their contents, 
merely observing, that we see in the Freyberg school (however 
perfect in itself and suitable to the country in which it is esta- 
blished) but little which is applicable to our own country, and that 
the opinions we before expressed, founded chiefly on a practical 
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knowledge of our own wants, have undergone little or no altera- 
tion after studying this celebrated model. 

It appears that considerable requisites, both moral and physical, 
are expected in the candidates for admission—they must be free from 
personal defect or infirmity, and of an age varying from sixteen to. 
twenty-three—an unblemished character, a certificate of previous 
good conduct, and a considerable degree of preliminary knowledge, 
comprehending, in fact, the rudiments of a liberal education, are 
also required. These qualifications must be proved by a strict 
examination before the candidate is admitted,—thus confining the 
advantages of a mining education to young men of a very superior 
class. 

The time allotted to the entire course of studies is four years ; 
but the first year is probationary only, and if the student does not 
answer expectations at the end of that time he may be dismissed. 
The number of pupils intended as government mining officers is 
fixed at twenty, consequently but five can be received annually in 
place of those who quit at the expiration of their studies. The 
pupils are divided into three classes (there is, however, another, the 
number of which does not appear to be limited), according to their 
future destination in life: the first class comprehends those who, 
from superior ability, education, or other circumstances, aspire to 
the higher ranks of mining officers, and propose to complete their 
studies at an university, after leaving the mining school; the se- 
cond, those who are intended for the practical department of 
mining ; the third, those who are to follow the pursuits of smelt- 
ing and metallurgy. As the studies of the latter class are neces- 
sarily in some measure distinct from those of the former, a suitable 
routine is marked out for them, in addition to the joint studies 
which all the pupils are expected to follow, without regard to their 
future destination. 

The general routine of studies is pointed out at considerable 
length, distinguishing those to which each year of the pupil’s resi- 
dence at Freyberg must be devoted. As regards this routine, we 
may observe generally, that the first year is devoted to mathe- 
matics, natural philosophy, mineralogy, and geology, drawing from 
nature, the study of the French language, and of general practical 
mining and smelting operations. ‘The second year leads the pupil 
to the higher mathematics, to pursue the former studies in a more 
advanced stage, with the additional ones of chemistry, crystal- 
lography, and mining and civil architecture. At the close of the 
second year, the pupil’s future destination must be stated to the 
proper mining officers, and await their decision. The third year is 
allotted to practical mathematics, a higher class of mining and 
smelting studies, and also of drawing, analytical chemistry, prac- 
tical mining and smelting operations, the field study of geology, 
and the knowledge of organic remains. In the fourth year, the 
student’s attention is devoted to mining machinery, mining laws, 
mining technicalities, subterranean geometry, assaying, analytical 
chemistry as applicable to smelting, and lastly, to practical mining 
and smelting. During this concluding year, the students destined 
either for mining or smelting occupations, are required to devote 
themselves exclusively to the profession they intend to follow. 

In order to allow the pupils sufficient time for acquiring prac- 
tical knowledge—for seeing the entire operations of smelting—and for 
visiting distant and extensive mines, the lectures are so arranged, 
as to leave the Monday in each week entirely unoccupied, and also 
certain half days are in the same manner left free. With a view 
of still further affording the facilities required for obtaining practi- 
cal knowledge, especially in visiting foreign or remote mines, and 
pursuing geological studies in the field, the entire months of 
August and September are appropriated as a vacation, and shorter 
ones are allowed at Easter, Whitsuntide, and Christmas ; but 
these are expected to be devoted to writing exercises, or other 
private occupations connected with the course of study. 

Frequent reports are required from the professors, stating the 
result of their private examination of the students, as regards their 
diligence, progress, and abilities; and at the termination of the 
session a public examination takes place, the results of which are 
reported to the King of Saxony. 

The foregoing plan of instruction, applies strictly only to those 
who are intended for Government mining officers, the number of 
students of this class being, as before stated, limited to twenty. 
It appears, however, that another class of students are admitted, 
consisting of foreigners and others, who wish to avail themselves, 
either wholly or in part, of the benefits of the institution, and to 
these a somewhat greater latitude is allowed in the choice of their 
studies, and period of their residence. 

It is not necessary for us to enter at any great length into the 
regulations relating to the discipline of the Freyberg College, as 
these fall scarcely short of the rigour and precision of a military 
establishment, and are, therefore, totally inapplicable to any similar 
institution in this country, as our readers will probably be convinced 
by this time, is the case with a greater portion of the system we 
have been describing. It is sufficient for us to observe, that the 
students (including even foreigners and others studying at their 
own expense) form a distinct body, placed under the jurisdiction of 
the chief mine office. They are required to wear an uniform, and 
are divided into four classes, distinguished by certain peculiarities 
of dress. A certain stipend is allowed to the students most dis- 
tinguished for abilities and good conduct, and honorary certificates, 
premiums, and appointments to vacant offices, further stimulate 
them to application. Punishments are not wanting for neglect or 
ill conduct. These consist in reprimands, the performance of 
manual labour, either in the mines or smelting works, working at 
the capstan, and, if the student is found incorrigible, in expulsion 
from the academy. 

After passing through the four years of study, of which we have 
given an outline, and which, it appears, is afforded gratuitously to 
those most distinguished by talent and industry, the students attain 
the rank of “ Mining Candidates,” in which they are certain of 
“ gaining, by continued application, a post suited to their abilities 
and knowledge, in the Royal Mining Service.” During the peroid 
they have to wait for actual appointments, they are required to act 
as assistants in mines and smelting works, and a small salary is 
allowed for their maintenance. 








We have now given an outline of the celebrated Mini Schoo 
of Freyberg ; certainly a very different thing from what we ren); 
in this country, although, perhaps, it may afford some sade 
for our guidance. In order to understand thoroughly the 

of this institution, it will be necessary to consider the diffe 
form of government, and the different habits which prevail “a 
country where it is established, and which render the preced; 
regulations natural, and probably advantageous there, altho h 
widely differing from any thing to which we are accustomed. " 

The mines of Saxony, as well as most other parts of the conti 
nent, are worked by the Government, and are considered far ag 
with a view to large and immediate profits, than as affording 
regular and uninterrupted supply of the most necessary rian 
substances, and of giving a constant and hereditary source of em. 
ployment to the population of the otherwise sterile and scarcely habit, 
able mining districts. In this plan, a regard for the future forms, 
prominent feature, and consequently, to avoid speedy exhaustion, 
ores of very low produce are extracted from the mines, a circumstances 
which renders thorough scientific knowledge, and attention to the 
most minute details, a matter of importance. It thus happeng 
that the durability of the mines is much greater than in this coun 
try, and, consequently, greater permanence, combined with 
economy, is required in the construction of mining works; rep, 
dering considerable skill necessary in this department. 

Thus then we see the origin, and perhaps the necessity of the 
elaborate course of instruction before noticed, which renders the 
mining engineers of Germany, both men of science, and of genera] 
and varied knowledge ; circumstances which have often led to their 
employment in our Anglo-American mines, in preference to the 
clever and practical, but comparatively uneducated, mine agents 
of our own country. We may further observe, that minuteness 
and detail form almost essential elements in the German character 
thus giving rise to innumerable refinements and sub-divisions which 
we are in the habit of totally neglecting. We would also remark, 
that the strictness and discipline of the Freyberg School is in per. 
fect accordance, both with the military character of the people, 
and the nature of their government, however repugnant they may 
be to English habits and feelings. 

From these considerations we are of opinion, therefore, that al. 
though little adapted to our imitation, the continental plan of 
instruction is good in itself, and well suited to the wants and cir. 
cumstances of the nation by which it is supported. We have been 
led to analyse it at greater length than we first intended, believing 
that this is the first detailed account of this celebrated institution, 
blended as it is with the fame of a Werner and a Humaotpr, 
which has been made public in this country, but we see little 
reason in consequence, either to alter or to be dissatisfied with the 
plan for a similar establishment in England, which we, a short 
time since, suggested.

The present moment appears to us to be a crisis with Mining 
Companies, which requires much calm consideration and reflection 
ere conclusions are arrived at—such as those to which we shall 
have occasion to direct attention. Several meetings have lately 
been held, some with the object of altering the constitution of the 
company from that of Scrip Shares to the Cost-book system—a 
change which we trust may prove beneficial. Both systems are 
open to objection ; and it was abuses which existed under the Cost- 
book system, that we believe led in a great measure to the forma- 
tion of Scrip Companies. We think, however, a medium course 
might be resorted to, or at least, if the Cost-book system be again 
adopted, that there should be restrictions imposed. The more im- 
mediate object of our observations on the present occasion is, pat- 
ticularly to call the attention of Scripholders to those meetings, 
which are convened for the purpose of dissolving the company, 
and abandoning the project, thus making a certain loss of the ca- 
pital embarked, and affording to others those advantages, which 
from the sacrifice of time and outlay, requires, in all probability, 
but little further expenditure of the one or other to reap those bene- 
ficial results, the expectation of which induced the holders to invest 
their capital. We are satisfied that many of the undertakings nevet 
ought to have been entered into, and that returns can never be ex- 
pected from them, but those alone are to blame who too readily 
believed the representations made by the interested few, without 
deeming it necessary to institute any inquiry to justify them in 
prosecuting the undertaking. It is not, however, just, to confound 
the good with the bad, and that such is being done, the past proceed 
ings of several companies, and those we know to be in contempla- 
tion, afford proof too evident to admit of doubt.

Analysis of Railways, consisting of a series of Reports on the twelge 
hundred miles of projected Railways, in England and Wales, now 
before Parliament, together with those which have been abandoneq 
Sor the present Session, &c. &c. By Franers Wutswaw,; Esq., 
Civil Engineer, M. Inst.C. E. Weale, London, 1837. 


The great importance of the work before us (unfortunately tog 
late for notice in our Supplement of last week) has occasioned 
deviation from our usual practice, and led us to introduce a review 
of it in our columns of to-day, with a view of rendering its cop, 
tents known as early as possible to such of our readers as may be 
interested in the various lines of railway, either now awaiting the 
sanction of Parliament, or abandoned for the present session... Not, 
withstanding the numerous works which have appeared on the 
subject of railways, the one before us still remained a desi 
and, we may add,—as a really valuable and authentic production, 
was likely to remain so; since it not only required a competent 
knowledge of the subject on the part of the writer, bat a degree of 
research, of labour, and expense, of which we do not. find many 
examples in books of the present day- 


brought together all the most important facts relative to such of 
these great undertakings as are still im embryo, these are arranged 
under the following heads: direction of the line—curves—gradients— 
earth-works—tunnels—crossing of roads, &c., and remarks thereon, 
This information is given entirely from the official documents de. 
posited under Act of Parliament, and being perfectly uniform ag 
regards all the lines, it affords, at a glance, the most valuable com. 
parative views, and is thus calculated to be of much public import. 
ance, especially at the present moment, while there is yet time to 
deliberate on their respective merits, and to preserve both indi. 
viduals and the country generally from those serious evils which 
must arise from ill-judged or defective works of this kind being 
carried into execution. 

We cannot do better, however, than to let Mr. Whishaw speak 
for himself as regards his labours; the following extracts we take 
from the introduction to the work :— 


‘* The subject of the following has been recognized by the Legis. 
lature as of national importance. o less asum than fifteen millions, three 
hundred and eighty-four thuusands sterling will be required to complete the 
lines of railway sanctioned by Parliament, during the last session ; and the 
new schemes now progressing through the House of Commons, are estimated 
at nineteen millions, three hundred and fifty-two thousands. Of how 
importance is it, then, that the utmost vigilance should be exercised, in 
selecting such lines, as are likely not only to confer a benefit on the country 
at large, but also afford to the enterprising capitalist, a safe and profitable 
investment. But while we admire the spirit of those patriotic individuals 
who lend their fortunes in aid of the national prosperity, we are not blind to 
the many visionary schemes which characterize the present age, generally 
brought forward for the purpose of aggrandizing a few, but often ending in 
the ruin of many !—nor can we expect to see the legitimate projects ina 
thriving state, until the noxious weed is entirely eradicated. 
sid y impressed with the importaace of a subject involving the interests 
of so large a portion of the community, we have considered it entirely within 
our province, to analyze the several plans and sections of the projected rail- 
ways in England and Wales, which are either in their course — Parlia-

“ Brought up under the guidance of one of the first English engineers of 
the present day, and having, during seventeen years’ attention to engineering 
pursuits, had abundant opportunities of informing ourselves on the subject of 
railways, and, moreover, having made repeated surveys of the principal 
railways of Great Britain, we considered ourselves fully competent to the 
task undertaken.

Waving gone through seventy-eight sections, we 
have experienced this desiderataum to a considerable extent in the printed 
copies, where we found the contraction of the paper, and ly of the 
scale, differ in almost every instance, so that in many cases the scales have 
been actually less than four inches to a mile, which is the minimum fixed by 
the fourth order. In taking the length of each plane, we were under the 
necessity of using a scale made to suit each particular printed plan and 
section. We found that the usual contraction was about 1+80th; so that a 
printed plan or section of a line of railway, eighty miles in length, measured 
by the minimum Parliamentary scate, would be found ‘extended to eighty- 
one miles; moreover, the contraction sometimes differs even in separate 
parts of the same printed plan or section. 

“* With to the plans, also required by the fourth order, it is 
evident, that unless the extent of ground required for a railway when finished 
be delineated thereon, such enlargements are of comparatively little use. In 
most of the enlarged plans we have inspected, the railway is shown by a 
single line only. 

‘* Fully to bear out what we have just advanced, we need only, mention the 
case of a railway intended to pass by an embankment fifty feet high, with the 
average slopes of one-and-a-half to one, and within thirty yards of a dwell- 
ing-house ; looking at the en! plan, the building to appearance is 
saved, as the line representing the railway is quite removed from it, but in 
truth the foot of the intended embankment is eighteen inches within the ex- 
ternal face of the wall. 
“As amode of easy reference from the plan to the section, it would be 
exceedingly desirable to show the length of in miles, on the plan as 
well as on the section ; and, farther, to mark the divisions of parishes as 
well on the section as on the plan, It would also be of great benefit to the 
public at large, if a detailed estimate for each railway were lodged in the 
Private Bill Office, instead of the total cost, which is all that is at present 
required ; we have appended the form of such an estimate at page 265.
